50 years. 
Patriot, soldier, gentlem an. 
He gave his life for Texas.”

August Buchel. 
There w ere few men, perhaps, in 
the Confederate arm y from Texas who 
had a w ider m ilitary experience than j 
G eneral A ugust Buchel, who yielded 
up his life In behalf of the cause he 
espoused while gallantly leading 
a 
charge a t Pleasant Hill, L a, in 1864. 
This brave and able soldier came to 
Texas in 1845, and was m aking his 
home in Indianola in Calhoun County, 
when the civil war developed. 
He 
w as quick to raise a cavalry regim ent 
which did service on the low er 
Rio 
G rande and Texas coast until G eneral 
B anks’ invasion of Louisiana began. 
He, with his regim ent, w as sen t to 
reinforce the arm y of G eneral Dick 
Taylor, who won a com plete victory 
over G eneral Banks. 
T he rem ains of 
this gallant Texas soldier lie buried 
in the S tate Cem etery, and these in­ 
scriptions upon his m onum ent bear 
record to som e of the facts and experi­ 
ences th a t made np his unique m ili­ 
ta ry career: 
“Bachel. 
Angust Buchel, killed a t 
th e battle of P leasant Hill, L a, April 
15, 1864. 


“We know th a t those who for th eir 
country die. 
Through glory live again Im m ortally.” 


"L ieutenant Colonel Third Texas In­ 
f a n tr y ; Colonel F irst Texas C avalry; 
B rigadier General Confederate arm y.” 
“Im m igrated to Texas in 1854. Cap­ 
tain Company H, F irst Foot Rifles 
and aide de camp to M ajor G eneral 
Taylor in the Mexican war. 
“Bred an officer in G erm any; an of­ 
ficer in the foreign legation in France; 
knighted by the queen for gallantry 
in the C arlists w ar in Spain; also a 
pasha in the T urkish arm y.” 
Edward Burleson. 
Captain Edward Burleson was a n a­ 
tive of N orth Carolina, but made his 
home in both V irginia and T ennessee 
before he come to Texas 
in 
1831. 
W hen only a sm all boy he went with 
elected lieutenant colonel of one of th e 1 his fath er into the Creek war, acting 
as his secretary. 
He made his first 
Texas home on the Colorado River, 


there: 
‘My poor boy! 
My husband!’ 
Sir, this is the work of the scalping 
knife. 
It is no idle picture—no ignis 
fatuus of the brain to lead off th r im­ 
agination. 
No, sir; I speak w hat I 
know. 
It is true.

Houston has had two legal hang­ 
ings since C hristm as and two m ore 
w ere scheduled to follow soon after. 
One of these condemned men. a w hite 
wife m urdered, has been com m uted to 
life im prisonm ent by Governor Fer­ 
guson, and the other, a negro rape 
fiend, w as respited for 30 days with 
a strong probability of com m utation. 
T his action on the p art of the gover­ 
nor led the Post to publish a strong 
article on the seriousness of execu­ 
tive interference w ith the verdicts of 
Juries and m andates of the law after 
going through all the courts. 
The Post tak es the position, and 
very correctly so, th a t such in terfer­ 
ence will exert a large influence in 
th e adm inistration of punshm ent for 
crime. 
It is a hard m atter to secure 
a verdict against the m urderer now, 
and w ith executive interference with 
w hat verdicts are secured, it is not 
difficult to see the effect it will have 
on the future adm inistration of our 
crim inal laws. 
The Post says: 
“There 
is 
no 
executive function 
th a t should be exercised w ith greater 
care than th at of setting aside the de­ 
crees of justice: 
“Above all things, the verdicts of 
juries, when rendered a fter trials in 
which accused persons have enjoyed 
every guaranty of the bill of rights 
and when such verdicts have run the 
course of the appellate court, should 
not lightly be set aside. 


They should not be disturbed mere­ 
ly to please personal or 
political 
friends. 
“F ar transcending tho im portance 
of yielding to such solicitations and 
gratifying those who m ake such ap­ 
peals is th e stern duty of upholding 
the m ajesty of the law, w ithout whose 
protection, as we know from sad ex­ 
perience, the safety of civilization is 
im perilled. 
“W hile all th is is true as a general 
principle, it is espeically true in cases 
of m urder and rape. 
“T here are som e people who do not 
believe in death as a penalty tor any 
crim e, but th at fact ought to have no 
weight. 
The law prescribes such a 
penalty, and we know, in view of our 
much com plicated and inefficient ju­ 
dicial m achinery, th a t m urder is rare­ 
ly adequately punished. 
“An adult m ale who violates the per­ 
son of a 7-year-old girl is a fiend in­ 
carnate, w hether he be w hite o r black, 
and the extrem e penalty of th e law 
cannot be too severe for such a wild 
beast. 
If th e guilt of the accused be 
proven, the punishm ent ought to fol­ 


low. 
“And if a m an can m urder his wife 
and escape the penalty on the ground 
th a t he w as burdened by debt and oth­ 
erw ise disturbed, and be perm itted to 
escape the full consequences, to be 
pardoned perhaps 
a 
little late r on 
then the difficulty of convicting m ur 
derers, all too g reat in this state, be­ 
comes increasingly so. 
“As the Post said in the beginning 
the function of clem ency is one that

Then the crops are clea r 
money and there is no store account 
to settle a t the end of the year. 
"W e have been farm ing five years, 
and are trying to pay for our home 
place as we go, though It is pretty 
hard on us at tim es. 
I will say Just 
here th a t the prize money I received 
from the Texas Industrial Congress 
was used in helping to pay on the 
place,

my 
hom e paid for, and will have m ore 
satisfaction in using the money that 
way th an in any other w ay I could 
think of. 
“I am Interesting my neighbors in 
the contests, for one learns so m any 
things in them . For Instance, a person 
would never learn w hat she is m aking 
from her garden or poultry yard un­ 
less she w ent to keeping accounts, a s 
Bhe m ust do in the contest of the Tex­ 
as Industrial Congress. 
I would n o t 
take anything for w hat I learned last 
year, and I shall keep account of all 
I do with my poultry and cows 
in 
1916, ju st as I m ust keep account of 
my garden through being in the con­ 
test.”

Honored Citizen, a Valiant Ex- 
Confederate Soldier Is at Rest. 
Another of Bryan’s oldest and best 
known citizens has gone to his final 
reward. Jam es Collins Davis was born 
in Green County, Alabama, July 20, 
1846, and died at his home in Bryan 
Feb. 28, 1916, aged 69 years, 7 months 
and 8 days. 
Coming to Texas in 1858, he located 
at old Booneville, where he lived un 
til the latter part of 1869, when he 
moved to Bryan, and has lived here 
continuously since that time. 
He married Miss Caille Martin of 
Millican, and to this union five chil­ 
dren were born, who, with their moth­ 
er, survive him. 
The 
children 
are 
Walter J. D atis of Houston, Richard 
H. Davis of Bryan, Mrs. C. B. Pearce 
of Whitesboro, Mrs. Osie Ferguson of 
Normangee and Mrs. Stella Frye of 
Wooster, Ohio. 
Mr. Davis enlisted in the Confeder­ 
ate Army at Millican, Tex., at the 
age of 18, and served until the close, 
and his record shows him 
to 
have 
been a brave and fearless soldier. 
Having been confined to his bed 
practically all of the time since last 
December, he had only been able to 
come to town one time since. At times 
suffering a great deal, but he bore up 
patiently and said he was ready to 
go when the summons came and had 
no fears as to the future, as all look­ 
ed bright across the way. 
Those who knew James Davis best 
were his truest friends. 
They knew 
he was a true man, whose word was 
worth a great deal. 
He prized his 
friends most highly, and the cause of 
the Confederacy was as dear to him 
the day he died as when he entered 
the battle field as a young soldier.
